CONSERVATIVE-DEMOCRATIC COUN- 
TY CONVENTION—HARMONIOUS PRO- 
CEEDINGS.—According to the pub- 
lished programme, the Democratic- 
Conservative party met at the Court 
House yesterday. At 11 o’clock F. 
H. Busbee, Esq., Chairman of the 
County Executive Committee, called 
the meeting to order, and after a few 
appropriate remarks nominated Hon. 
W. N. H. Smith as Chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Smith was unani- 
mously elected and took his seat 
amid the deafening applause of the 
audience. He proceeded to address 
the meeting briefly, in which he 
counciled harmony and unity of ac- 
tion in the party, reminding all that 
the star of success now shone bright 
in our front, and all that was neces- 
gary for us to attempt to reach it, &e. 

The reporters of the Sentinel, Cres- 
cent and NEWS were made Secreta- 
ries of the meeting on motion of Mr. 
Harrison. 

Maj. A. M. Lewis was not familiar 
with the object of the meeting. 

Mr. F. H. Busbee informed him 
that it was first to appoint delegates 
to the district convention,and second- 
ly to organize the central and town- 
ship committees. 

Mr. Lewis opposed the first propo- 
sition but favored the second, and 
proceeded to discuss a_ resolution 
offered by himself to wipe out the 
first proposition. 

Pending the discussion, the chair- 
man ruled that the organization of 
the meeting was not completed, and 
ordered the Secretary to call the roll 
of townships. 

Sixteen of the seventeen townships 
were represented. 

Mr. Lewis’ resolution failed, and 
the business of the meeting was 
proceeded with. An attempt was 
made to change the old rule of voting 
by townships, so as to allow Raieigh 
township only one vote, the same as 
the others, when heretofore it had 
three, but this was overruled by a 
large majority vote. 

An intermission of fifteen minutes 
was given to allow the townships to 
consult, On the reassembling the roll 
was again called, and three delegates 
to the District Convention from each 
township were appointed upon the 
recommendation of the representa- 
tives present. 

The President then, upon the recom- . 
mendations of the delegation, ap- 
pointed a Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee in each township, 
and also the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, of which George V. Strong is 
President.

Mr. Presid ent Ma Gentlemen As- 
sembled 


So much has been said,and so many 
things have been presented to the 
enjoyment of our honored guests 
since their arrival in this city; they 
have been so warmly welcomed and 
so hospitably entertained ; they have 
heard the story of our growing wealth 
and vigorous enterprises so much 
better told by more eloquent lips 
than my own, that nothing on these 
matters has been left for me to say; 
and yet, as at this moment I must 
speak, and as my thoughts have held 
a different flight, therefore, per force, 
I’ll speak of that which struggling 
hardest for an utterance, comes 
readiest in answer to the sentiment 
which your President has just so 
pleasantly enunciated. 

The name of the city of Raleigh, 
gentlemen, awakens a train of far- 
reaching associations. It summons 
from the placid deeps of the past the 
memory of a grand and gallant hero, 
the towering shade and central figure 
of England’s golden Elizabethian 
age; itevokes, in quiet majesty, the 
form of Sir Walter Raleigh, the 
statesman and soldier, the sailor and 
courtier,the poet and philosopher, the 
chemist and historian,and the mar- 
tyr in the cause of human freedom. 
On him,it was once said,the old world 
gazed as ata star! while from the 
new, where the crystal cliffs of Mt. 
Raleigh, amid the solitudes of arctic 
seas, shimmer beneath the aurora’s 
rays, the reflection of his fame flashed 
back ! flashed over old ocean’s wrin- 
kled wastes three centuriesago, when 
the keels of his intrepid feet first cleft 
the inland waters of the hemisphere 


. whieh we now inhabit. 


Here too,on the soil of North Caroli- 
na, he built a monument ofenduring- 
fame, for here he planted the new 
home of the Anglo-Saxon race; and 
here, among the vines and flowers of 
our Eastern shore, where the breath 
of spring is filled as of old with the 
pertume of blossoms and the cool 
forests are still made harmonious 
with the carols of innumerable birds, 
in aland, whose lovliness fires the 
imagination and enchants the heart, 
he laid the foundation of a colony, 
destined by lofty fate to imperisha- 
ble renown; and gave toit, the island 
city of his hopes, in those distant 
years, the glorious name which has 
been so often uttered here to-night, 
the name of the City of Raleigh. 

Let us then for a moment, as we 
gather about the festive board, roll 
back the chilling tide of the fast- 
flowing decades, and listen amid the 
rising notes of triumph over toils for- 
gotten and sufferings ended, to the 
weird story of the fate of our scarce- 

emembered mother city. It was a 
lonely settlement on a wild and 
stormy coast, the sole habitation of 
civilized man from the circle of the 
Hesperides to the Pole. One hun- 
dred and fifty persons made up its 
devoted band of pioneers, who had 
faced the terrors of ocean, the invisi- 
ble fevers of the land, the starvation 
of the wilderness and the implacable 
malice of treacherous foes ; and who, 
finally, faced and unknown and 
mysterious doom, whence no record 
has been rescued from the tomes of 
eternity. 

By the spell of this story the words 
of the historian have eyer thrilled 
into tender and mournful harmony, 
for intothe midstof that unhappy 
city there came one, whose name has 
grown into ahousehold word—a babe, 
the first, sweet, lily infant of an 
English mother, born on American 
soil, a heavenly gift, a merciful 
memory from the skies! Virginia 
Dare, the first born citizen of the first 
City of Raleigh, the first free born 
citizen of a land consecrated to free- 
dom forevermore! 

And therefore may we not now, 
with this memory in our hearts, in- 
dulge our fancy with a dream, as all 
have sometimes dreamed, that if 
there be a tutelar divinity which 
guards the grove, the fountain, 
and the hill, that surely 
from the balmy are of this May 
evening, somewhere among the 
shadows of yon floating, fieecy 
clouds, clothed in the thin radiance 
of the stars, the spirit of Virginia 
Dare looks down to watch o’er our 
second city of Sir Walter Raleigh, 
which is alone, since her translation 
to etherial realms, the true daughter 
of the island City that was blessed, 
three hundred years ago, with the 
brightness of her natal morning! 
Aye, it is well thus to dream, and to 
believe, and to consent, in variance 
with the callous scepticim of the 
hour, to the presence of so pure, so 

entle, soangelic anjideal atour feast ! 

Visvinie Dare! Virgin child of a 
virginland! May thy spirit watch 
o’erour threshholds and guard our 
hearthstones with unfaltering love! 

And yet forever, methinks, beside 
her form there stands another shade, 
dissimilar but inseparable, rising 


from the placid deeps' of the 
past im serene and _= tranquil 
majesty. It is tke martyr 


and the babe, the statesman and the 
child, the poet and the angel of his 
song. Itis the oak and the vine— 
the English oak and the Carolina 
vine—the vine, whose trailing ten- 
drils wander among the branches of 
our City of Oaks! Itis more. It is 
the virgin and the hero! Oh, then 
let this be our prayer, that the fame 
of the spotless purity of Virginia 
Dare may remain a mement> to the 
unsullied sweetness of the maidens of

his achievements may stir the hearts 
of our young men, as with a bugle 
blast, to emulate the deeds of him 
whose name is perpetuated by the 
City of their nativity ! 


THE CITY COMMISSIONERS IN 
SESSION. 


MORE OF WHAT THEY DID 
AND HOW THEY DID IT. 


As stated in our yesterday’s issue, 
we will continue to-day, the proceed- 
ings of the Board of City Commis- 
sioners which took place Friday 
night at the Mayor’s office. 

It seems that we were in error in 
stating that Commissioner Gorman 
moved to lay the proposition of Mr. 
Miller,on*table, and that the minutes 
bedisapproved; Ellison, a reformer, 
made the motion. Commissioner 
Gorman objected to the reading of 
the affidavits, and his motion was 
carried. 

But of these affidavits we desire 
especially to speak. As heretofore 
stated, Mr. Virginius Ballard, a can- 
didate for the position of Clerk and 
Collector, after the election on last 
Monday night, entered a protest and 
contested said election, as he was pre- 
pared to show by affidavits that five 
of the nine votes were not cast for F. 
A. Sorrell, as the count showed. The 
consideration of the protest was post- 
poned till Friday night for final ac- 
tion. the meantime, Capt. Ballard 
attains” five affidavits from members 
of the Board, affirming that they 
voted for Heartt and Ballard. Inthe 
lists of affiants was one O’ Neill, whose 
affidavit reads as follows: 

Now, therefore be it remembered 
that Mr. O’ Neill, who swears he did 
not vote for Sorrell, but that he did 
vote for Heartt, was the only one of 
the affiants that voted against the 
proposition of Mr. Miller to disap- 

rove of the minutes as they were 
incorrect, &c. 

As stated yesterday, the action of 
Mr. O’Neill’s places him in rather an 
unpleasant position. We therefore 
make this fair and correct report from 
the minutesso that the public may see 
and know for themselves, 

We have not space to give a full 
report of the balance of the proceed- 
ings. Suffice it to say that an at- 
tempt made by the Democratic 
members of the Board to reduce tne 
members of the night police force, as 
one step towards retrenchment, was 
defeated by the Republican reformers. 
When the strict party vote was an- 
nounced, keeping on duty ten police- 
men for night duty, instead of seven, 
as proposed by uncle Johnny Pal- 
mer,well did he exclaim,‘‘where now 
is your professed reform and retrench- 
ment??? 

The only other business of impor- 
tance transacted was the election of 
the night police force as follows: 

Henry Lane, Ed. Simm, Oscar 
Winters, Sampson Anderson, Tur- 
ner Evans, Wm.

TAX ON MERCHANDISE.— We have 
received several letters from friends 
in the country asking explanation of 
the law in regard to the ad valorem 
tax on merchandise on hand the first 
of April, and in order to correctly 
answer such enquiries, we yesterday 
called on the State Treasurer and re- 
ceived the following as the construc- 
tion of that department of the law. 
This is strictly official, and no asses- 
sors, list takers, or tax collectors can 
possibly contravene: 

In section 9, sub-division 7, of the 
act styled ‘‘ Machinery Act,”’ itis ex- 
pressly provided that *‘ goods, wares, 
and merchandise of all kinds,’’ shall 
be listed for ad valorem tax. The 
several acts concerning revenue pass- 
ed since the adoption of the present 
State Constitution required that ‘ all 
personal property whatever” should 
be listed, and merchandise being con- 
sidered personal property, the acts 
were construed accordingly. This 
provision of the several acts referred 
to was based upon the language of 
the Constitution, and the construc- 
tion of this department of the law 
has been, and is, in harmony with 
the Constitution. Every person 
should list his stock of goods on hand 
ist of April for the property or ad 
valorem tax.

Proceedings of the Annuat Convene 
tion of the Church of the 
Diocese of North Carolina. 

WILMINGTON, May 22. 
After morning service the Bishop 

opened the Convention with prayer. 
Koll call was dispensed with. The 
journal was read and approved with 
corrections. The Right Rev. Bishop 
of North Carolina then proceeded to 
deliver his charge to the clergy on 
the subject of auricular confession, 
the Bishop handling his subject with 
much ability and earnestness. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Murdock, ‘ 
it was resoived that 2000 copies of the 
charge should be printed for distribu- 
tion in the Diocese. 

On motion of R. H. Battle, the 
charge was ordered to appear as a 
part of the journal. 

Col. J. W. Atkinson introduced 
the following resolutions and advo- 
cated at length their passage: 

Resolved 1. That the members of 
this Diocesan Convention pledge 
their faithful and earnest support to 
every proper measure which may be 
adoptea by the General Convention 


of the churvh tending to banish and 
drive away frum this clurcn all er- 


roneous and strange doctrines; to 
maintain uniformity of service at her 
altars; and to suppress excess or de-— 
fects of ritual in her worship. 

Resolved 2. That we solemnly pro- 
test against any change in the Lit- 
urgy of this church as now presented 
in the book of Common Prayer. A 
Liturgy venerable in its antiquity, 
and in which, we are persuaded, 
there is nothing contrary to’ sound 
doctrine, and which may not be con- 
cluded and proved by Holy Scripture. 

It was moved to indefinitely post- 
pone the resolutions. The yote being 
announced as a tie, the Bishop invit- 
ed the Assistant Bishop to vote, and 
he cast the decision in favor of the 
consideration of the_ resolutions, 
which were made a ‘special order 
for 5 P. M., adding a special session 
of the Convention therefor.

On motion of Rev. E. M. Forbes, 
it was decided to hold the next Con- 
vention in Christs Church, Newbern. 

The committee to whom was re- 
ferred the subject of the employment 
of the aid of women in the work of 
the church, reported that no definite 
action should be taken until after 
the next session of the Goneral Con- 
vention, and offered the following 
resolution which was adopted : 

Resolved, That it be reeommended 
to the several rectors of parishes to 
avail themselves as far as practicable 
of the organized work of devout wo- 
men in subordination tothe Parochial 
and Diocesan authorities. 

The committee to whom were re- 
ferred that portion of the Bishop’s 
address on christian education, re- 
ported the recommendation of the 
following :

MIDNIGHT DisPATCHES. 


The General Conference of the M. E. 
Church South—-Important Proe 
ceedings. 

LOUISVILLE, May 23.—In the gen- 
eral Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, yesterday, 
the committee on fraternal relations 
with the northern churches reported 
that it is deemed proper for the at- 
tainment of the object sought to 
guard against all misapprehension 
by declaring that the organizations 
are not involved in the fraternity in 
our view of the subject. 

The reasons for the seperate exis- 
tence of the two branches of the 
Methodists are such as to make cor- 
porate union undesirable and im- 
practicable. 

_The causes which led to the divi- 
sion in 1844 have not disappeared. 
Reference is made to the inconven- 
ience of organizing a proper basis of 
representation to the general con fer- 
ence, and to the difference in power 
claimed by the two branches as inhe- 
rent to the general conference. 

On the subject of slavery the report 
s.ys the position of Southern Metho- 
dism is scriptural and our opinions 
have undergone nochange. It refers 
to the fact that many colored persons 
who had been converted through 
their instrumentality have gone over 
to northern churches and says: Fol- 
lowing the indication of providence 
we have, without abandoning this 
work, adopted our methods to the 
changed condition of the African 
race. Many of them had been drawn 

away from us by appliances that we 

were not prepared to counteract, but 
the remnant remained and at their 
request we have set off our colored 
members into independent ecclesias- 
tical bodies. e have turned 
over to them the titles and 
sessions ef the church property 
ormerly held by us. Our Northern 
brethren have pursued a different 
pian, and they seem committed to it 
honest and conscientious convic- 
tions. They have mixed conferences, 
mixed congregations and mixed 


schools. We do not ask them to | 


adopt our plan, we could not adopt 
theirs, The report then gives de- 
tails of the eflort made by the South- 
ern branch to receive commissioners, 
-'soa renewal of the effort made in 
1870. Thereport then says: ‘Thus 
stood the case when the distinguish- 
ed delegates of the Methodist Episco- 

al church of the Conference of 1872 

rought us their fraternal greetings. 
We hail them with pleasure 
and welcome the opportunity at 
Yength offered us of entering into 
negotiations to secure tranquility 
and fellowship to our alienated com- 
munions upon a permanent basis 
and alike honorable to all. Special 
stressis laid upon the necessity of re- 
organizing the plan of operation orig- 
inally proposed by the church South. 
It says the plan of separation is too 
important to be lightly estimated by 
us. If its provisions touching ter- 
ritorial limits have been violated we 
are ready toconfer with our North- 
ern brethren on that point, Meas- 
ures preparatory to formal fraternity 
would be defective, that would leave 
out of view questions in dispute be- 
tween the Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch and ourselves. ‘These 
questions relate to the course 
pursued some of their ac- 
credited agents while prosecuting 


their work in the South, and to pro- 


yerty which has been taken and held 

y them to this day against our pro- 
test? and remonstrance. Although 
feeling ourselves sorely aggrieved in 
these things, we stand ready to mneei 
our brothers ina spirit of christian 
candor, and to compose all differences 
upon principles of justice and equity. 
The report expresses regret that the 
Northern commissioners were not 
empowered to agree upon the place 
of settlement, and says, ‘‘we are pre- 
pared to take advanced steps in this 
direction, and waiving any conside- 
rations which might justify greater 
reserve, we will not only appoint 
a delegation to return” greeting 
so gracefully conveyed to us, 
but will also provide for the com mis- 
sion to meet a similar commission for 
the purpose of settling the disturbing 
questions.” 

Animated debate followed the re- 
port, in which it was evident a large 
majority endorsed the sentimerts ex- 
pressed in the report, but were in 
favor of not complicating the basis 
for the establishment of fraternal re- 
lations with reference to old difficul- 
ties between the two bodies. The re- 
port was finally recommitted.
